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ORIGIN OF THE DUSHANE NAME 


From the original French manuscripts, which 
are of a legendary nature, it is reported that, in 
the year 6800 A.D., the King of France, on the eve 
of a battle, was reviewing his troops and noted a 
body of men, who stood unmovable, straight as ar- 
rows, presenting an unbroken front. in answer to 
his question as to who they were, he was informed 
they were a group from Southern France, neme un- 
known. Immediately he replied, "From now on they 
Shall be called Des Cheines, meaning of the oak." 


Since the incident the question has arisen 
whether this was the name or whether it was Des 
Chaines, meaning chain or link. However, from the 
Coat-of-Arms, which distinctly shows three acorns, 
it is generally conceded the first name, meaning 
of the oak, is the name the King actually conferred 
on then. . 


SPELLING OF THE NAME 


While the original spelling was Des Cheines, 
due to the Huguenots having fled from France to 
various European countries, when they came to Amer- 
ica they spelled the name as it was pronounced in 
the country in which they had been temporarily re- 
siding. However, these spellings reverted to the 
French spelling of Duchesne and then finally, in 
1812, to Dushane, which has been accepted and used 
ever since. 


THE COAT-OF-ARMS 


The Book of Heraldry of Poitou says: Of 
gold with three acorns of sinople (stated in 1698 
by Fontenay). The family has carried since then: 
Back-ground of azure with three acorns of gold 
placed 2 and 1 (Cachets). 
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EARLY. SETTLERS 


After a most unrelenting persecution 
during the 26 years which succeeded the 
massacre of Ct. Bartholomew's Day (August 
24th, 1572), Henry IV, by the Edict of 
Nentes adopted in 1598, gave to the Pro- 
testants the same rights, privileges and 
immunities with the Roman Catholics. 

This was, in fact, extending to them a 
full tolerance of their religious prin- 
ciples. 


This secession of persecution, which 
was again renewed by Louis XIV when he re- 
voked the privileges granted the Protest- 
ants, prompted many French fumilies to 
seek new homes in America in the Fall of 
1659 and the Spring of 1660. 


They intermarried with the best 
English and Dutch families of New Amster- 
dam. 
The Dushane family are descendants of a 
French Huguenot, Antoine Duchesne, who was 
born in 1640 and arrived on Staten Island 
about 1659. The exact date is unknown, 
due to a disastrous fire at Ellis Island 
in 1898, which destroyed all records of inm- 
migrant arrivals. 
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Antoine Duchesne was born in France in 1640 (Com- 
pendium of American Genealogy). He arrived in America and 
landed on Staten Island in the year 1659. In 1677 he mar- 
ried Anne Boucquet (Compendium of American Genealogy) and, 
by this union, hed seven children - Jerome, Michael and 
Valentine, Anna, Janette, Magdalene and Fransentie. tle 
was evidently a farmer, as, by his Will, dated April 3rd, 


“1711, he gave to his eldest son, Jerome, a plot of ground 


and to his second son, Michael, a plot of ground, a negro 
ang all his movables. He died in 1712, as his Will was 
probated in the Surrogate Court of New York on May 12th, 


19712 (Liber 8, Page 235). 


Of Antoine's seven children, information has only 
been compiled on the first two - Jerome and Michael. The 
descendants of these two brothers followed the paternal 
name as the given name and, as their father was Anthony, 
the separation of the lines, as to the name "Anthony", is 
obtained from Wills, Administrators and Deeds. 


In 1684 some of the Swedish, Dutch, English and 
French families migrated to Delaware and settled in St. 
George's Hundred, among them being the Dushanes (Ccharf's 
History of Delaware, Page 982). 


Jerome, eldest son of Antoine Duchesne, married 
Catherine (last name unknown) and died before 1736. They 
had one son, Anthony. 

Anthony married Jacamyntic (last name unknown) 
and died about 1750. They had one son, Jerome. 


Jerome was born in 1716 (Compendium of American 
Genealogy) and first married Mary (last name unknown) and 
second Hannah Bruff. By these marriages he had ten 
children - Jesse, Thomas and Anthony, Katharine, Elizabeth, 


Margaret, Hannah, Francina, Mary and Jamime. He died 


April 16th, 1775: 


Jesse, who died in 1775, and Thomas must have 
died unmarried and intestete, as there are no records of 
either leaving a Will. 


Anthony married Elizabeth Williams and, by this 
union, hag two sons - Thomas W. and Jesse IM. He died 
April 6th, 1803. 


Thomas W. died in 1807 and was probably unmar- 
ried, as his Will leaves his entire estate to his mother. 
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Jesse M. Dushane married Maria Vance Pennington on 
April 17th, 1816. They had three children - Nathan Thomas, 
liza Jane and John M. He died July lith, 1822. 
F Nathan Thomas Dushane was born in St. George's Hun- 
dred, New Castle County, Del. on February 3rd, 1817. When 
a young man he moved to Baltimore and, having fitted him- 


self as an architect, became engaged in real estate oper- 
ations. 


On December 12th, 1859 he married Mary Eliza Pat- 


-terson and had ten children - William Thomas, Anna Maria, 


Mary Eliza, George Patterson, Emna Virginia, Jesse M.

Nathan, Elizabeth, Frank MacDonough and Charles Benson. 


In 1854 he was a Delegate to the Maryland Legis- 


lature and, in 1662, he was appointed Commissioner for 


Opening Streets by Mayor Chapman. He was a Mason, being 
a member of Warren Lodge, No. 51 of Baltimore and also a 
member of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. He was 


an Elder of Old Westminster Presbyterian Church. 


When the Civil War broke out, he was instrumental 
in raising the First Maryiand Federal Regiment of Volun- 
teers and was mustered in as its Lieutenant-Colonel. He 
was Acting Brigadier-General of the Maryland Brigade, Fifth 
Army Corps, Army of the Potomac, when he was Killed in ac- 
tion on August 2lst, 1864 at the Battle of the Weldon Rail- 


road just outside of Petersburg, Va. (Scharf's History of 


Maryland, Volume 3). He was buried with full military 
honors from his home in Baltimore, Md.

A few years later Mr. Quarles withdrew from the 
firm of Chandlee & Quarles and organized the firm of Giles 
W. Quarles & Co. with Mr. Dushane and a Mr. Mattingly as 
partners. Upon the death of Mr. Quarles a company was 
formed under the same firm name with Mr. Dushane as its 
president. He. continued in this capacity for a number of 
years. However, due to the china and glassware manufact- 
urers going direct to the retailers, particularly the de- 
partment stores, Mr. Dushane found it necessary to liqui- 
date his wholesale business. He then associated himself 
with the Manufacturers' Finance Co., with which firm he 
was connected until ill health forced him into retirement. 
He died June 17th, 1929.

of land of James Anderson and Jacob Van Bebber." (Scharf's 
History of Delaware, 1609-1888, Page 969). They had eight 
children - Cornelius, Valentine and David, Susanna, Martha, 
Anna, Elizabeth and Hastor (See Calendar of Delaware Wills, 
Page 92).
